Quite often such murdeters in 
France are freed, found "not 
guilty” even when they confess 
in open court to having done 
the killlng they are accused of, 
Scores every year are sent to 
prison for relatively short terms. 

In many other types of 
murder cases—even sordid

jJumesy accord “extenuating cir- 
cumstunces’ to the accused, 
thus automatically  ightening 
the sentence. Jt Is sometimes 
dimcult to see what extenuation 
there can possibly be—but the 
ailler gets the benefit.

Possible Attack 


The “black guard” with its 
elaborate green-braided, scarict 
untforn, mulG-coloured turbans 
and white galters iy one 
of the most colourful sovereign’s 
Kuards lin the world today. 

Ita duties in recent years have 
been tu escort the Sultan on 
ceremonial oceasions, and guard 
his cream-watled palace in the 
heart of Rabat day and night 
vgainst: possible attack, 

The bodyguards to this day 
wear the uniform designed in 
1880 by a Scottish captain cailed 
Harry McLean who was hircd 
hy the Sultan te reorganise the 
kuard, und give it a new, at- 
tractive uniform, 

Many of the giant guardsmen 
wear belts with the original 
stecl buckle, inscribed, at 
McLéan's orders, with the motto 
“Dieu et Mon Drolt," the same 
as on Britain's reyal coat of 
arms. 

When the unit 
fuunded, guardsmen were ree 
cruited from the Gold Coast, 
shipped to Morocco In chains og 
slnves, and sent to fight the 
Sultan's wara, Screaming, and 
‘lushing sabres over their heads, 
they abruptly ended the carcer 
of many a stalwart young 
Crusader, 


140,00 Force 


Only the biggest rlaveg were 
used, the rest being put to 
}menial tasks In the sumptious 
palaces of Fez and Marrakesh. 

Early in the 18th century, 
Moulay Ismael, one of Morocco's 
grealest sultans, expanded the 
slave body Into a crack, 
140,000-strong force. 

When Marshal Louis Lyautey 
pacified Morocco in 1912, the 
guard followed the Sultan to o 
new palace in Rabat, where he 
would be safer than in Fez, 
which was considered to be too 
close to the _ traditionally 
anarchical tribes of the Riff and 
Atlas mountains. 

Until Marshal Lyautey's 
arrival, the guardsmen were all 
direct descendants of West 
African slaves, 

Since 1912, however, recruit- 
ing has been carried out only 
among Morecans,
